Territory in Lower California Was 
to Have Been Colonized 
by Gen. Audrade. 


By United Press. 
Mexico City, April 5— On account 
of failure to comply with the orig­ 
inal stipulations, the government to ­ 
day announced can cellation o f the 
concession to the C alifom ia-M exi- 
can land com pany of Los Angeles. 
Teh concession granted the company 
lands in Lower California aggregat­ 
ing 13,486,355 acres in th e north­ 
western portion of this territory, be­ 
tween the 29th and 32nd parallels. 
A large portion o f the property w as 
in the Delta o f the Colorado river 
and the extension o f the Imperial 
valley o f California. 
The tract was granted to General 
Andrade, M exican, by President Diaz, 
upward o f 40 years ago, under the 
stipulation that the land would be 
colonized by the settlem ent o f a cer­ 
tain 
number o f fam ilies 
annually. 
This agreement w as never carried 
out, the governm ent contends, and 
the land w as devoted to cattle and 
other livestock.

Early Cabbage. 
While cabbage does not rank very 
high in food value, a few plants of 
an extremely early variety are de­ 
sirable for the home garden. 
The 
seeds should be sown indoors and the 
plants reset to the garden about the 
time that danger of frost is past. 
Cabbage requires a rich soil, and the 
plants of 
the smaller early 
sorts 
should be set eighteen inches apart 
in each direction for hand cultiva­

The amendment 
reads as follows: 
“Tin* the provisions of this act 
shall not change or modify the law 
now in force with reference to the 
control of certain roads by township 
trustees.” 
Another important House amend­ 
ment was to strike out Sec. 2. 
This 
section, however, found its way in to 1 
the bill as finally enrolled and is as 
follows: 
All public highways, bridges or 
culverts in the counties of this state 
shall, after the passage of this act, 
be under the supervision, manage­ 
ment and control of the board of 
commissioners of the several coun­ 
ties, except as set out in Sec. I of 
this act. 
The duties heretofore pre­ 
scribed to be performed by the town­ 
ship trustee shall hereafter be per­ 
formed by the board of commission­ 
ers of the county, and all control of 
highways, bridges and culverts by 
township officers is hereby abolished. 
All unexpended money of the town­ 
ship road fund or levies therefor 
shall immediately after the passage 
of this act be certified by the town­ 
ship trustee to the auditor and trans­ 
ferred by him to the free gravel road 
maintenance and repair fund.”
